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THE  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  on  Aids 
to  Devotion  was  originally  appointed  in  1849,  for 
the  purpose  of  drawing  up  forms  of  Social  Wor 
ship,  according  to  the  usage  of  the  National 
Church  of  Scotland,  for  Soldiers,  Sailors,  Colonists, 
and  other  persons  who  are  deprived  of  the  ordinary 
services  of  a  Christian  Ministry.  In  pursuance  of 
this  object,  the  Committee  published  in  1859,  a 
collection  of  '  Prayers  for  Social  and  Family  Wor 
ship,'  which,  having  speedily  attained  a  very  wide 
diffusion,  and  met  with  a  highly  gratifying  appre 
ciation  among  the  members  of  the  Church,  both  at 
home  and  in  the  colonies,  received  in  1863  the 
sanction  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Encouraged  by  the  favourable  reception  of  their 
previous  labours,  and  urged  by  numerous  solicita- 
tations  which  were  addressed  to  them,  the  Com 
mittee  were  induced  to  prepare  another  volume, 
consisting  exclusively  of  Prayers  for  Family  Wor 
ship,  and  adapted,  not  to  any  particular  class,  but 
to  the  general  circumstances  of  all  Christian  house 
holds.  In  doing  so,  they  availed  themselves  of  the

Family  Prayers  contained  in  their  previous  publi 
cation.  But  these  were  supplemented  by  a  great 
number  of  additional  prayers,  which  the  General 
Assembly  of  1864  allowed  to  be  appended  to 
them,  so  as  to  render  the  work  more  generally 
acceptable  and  useful  as  a  MANUAL  OF  FAMILY 
DEVOTION.  And  there  was  prefixed  to  the  col 
lection,  by  authority,  a  Pastoral  Letter  of  the  Gene 
ral  Assembly  to  the  People  of  Scotland  on  Family 
Worship. 

In  complying  with  the  demand  for  a  New  Edi 
tion  of  this  volume,  the  Committee  cannot  refrain 
from  expressing  their  gratification  with  the  large 
measuie  of  public  support  and  approbation  which 
it  has  already  received.  They  have  also  peculiar 
satisfaction  in  announcing,  that  it  is  now  re-issued, 
not  as  hitherto  with  the  mere  permission,  but  (as 
will  be  seen  from  the  annexed  Deliverance)  with 
the  authority  and  hearty  recommendation  of  the 
Supreme  Ecclesiastical  Court  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland.  And  their  earnest  prayer  is,  that  it 
may,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  be  greatly  conducive 
to  the  furtherance  of  domestic  piety  throughout 
the  land.

The  General  Assembly  learn  with  satisfaction,  that  the 
Collection  of  Family  Prayers  for  Four  Weeks,  and  for  Sacra 
mental  and  other  special  occasions,  has  been  attended  with 
a  remarkable  measure  of  success.  They  authorise  the  Com 
mittee  to  stereotype  this  volume,  so  that  it  may  be  published 
at  a  lower  price;  and  they  heartily  recommend  the  use  of  it 
to  those  who  may  require  such  aid  to  Family  Devotion.

THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  of  the  CHURCH  of  SCOT 
LAND,    To  our  dearly  beloved   people :    Grace, 
mercy,  and  peace,  from  God  the  Father,  and   Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord. 

On  your  behalf,  brethren,  we  thank  God,  whom  we 
serve  with  our  spirit  in  the  Gospel  of  His  Son,  that  your 
faith  and  devotion  have  long  been  spoken  of  throughout 
the  world;  and  we  are  bound  always  to  have  remera- 
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brance  of  you  in  our  prayers  night  and  day,  greatly  de 
siring  that,  like  your  forefathers  in  times  of  clearest  light, 
you  may  continue  steadfastly  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord, 
and  in  the  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  abounding  in  the 
exercises  of  that  unfeigned  godliness  which  is  profitable 
unto  all  things,  having  promise  of  the  life  that  now  is 
and  of  that  which  is  to  come. 

In  compliance  with  the  solicitations  of  many  who 
watch  for  your  souls,  and  are  jealous  over  you  with 
godly  jealousy,  we  have  resolved  to  issue  this  brotherly 
exhortation  on  the  sacred  and  indispensable  duty  of 
Family  Worship — not  as  if  we  had  any  recent  ground  for 
apprehending  that  it  is  likely  to  fall  into  more  extensive 
neglect,  but  because  we  know  too  well  that  it  is  by  no 
means  universally  practised,  and  because  even  the  purest 
minds  require  to  be  stirred  up  by  way  of  remembrance, 
that,  while  they  hold  fast  the  profession  of  their  own 
faith  without  wavering,  they  may  consider  one  another 
to  provoke  and  encourage,  by  good  counsel  and  good 
example,  to  the  love  of  truth  and  holiness,  and  to  the 
habitual  and  serious  observance  of  those  offices  of  piety, 
whereby,  as  surely  as  the  body  is  nourished  and  refreshed 
by  its  daily  bread  and  its  nightly  rest,  the  soul  of  man, 
through  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord,  is  pro 
gressively  matured  in  excellence  and  strength,  till  it  is 
advanced  to  the  perfection  and  glory  of  its  immortal 
existence. 

In  calling  your  attention  to  this  momentous  topic,  we 
think  it  superfluous  to  enlarge  on  the  high  obligations 
by  which  the  duty  is  enforced — obligations  which  are 
involved  in  the  very  constitution  of  our  frail  and  depen 
dent  being,  and  impressed  on  the  understanding  and 
the  heart  by  the  persuasive  voice  of  scriptural  authority, 
opening  the  ears  of  men,  and  sealing  the  instruction  by 
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which  God  speaketh,  not  once  or  twice,  but  at  sundry 
times,  and  in  divers  manners,  adding  line  upon  line, 
precept  upon  precept,  promise  upon  promise,  and  threat 
ening  upon  threatening,  so  as  to  bring  perpetually  to 
remembrance  both  the  blessings  which  are  multiplied  to 
them  that  fear  the  Lord,  and  the  fury  which  is  poured 
out  on  the  families  which  call  not  on  His  name.  The 
appointment  of  the  reasonable  service  of  bowing  down 
at  the  domestic  altar  before  the  Lord  our  Maker,  that,  in 
waiting  for  the  promised  effusion  of  the  Spirit  of  grace 
and  supplications,  we  may  be  filled  with  the  fruits  of 
righteousness,  has  ever  been  regarded  by  all  men  of 
sound  mind  and  Christian  experience,  not  as  the  imposi 
tion  of  an  irksome  yoke,  but  as  the  conveyance  of  an  in 
estimable  privilege ;  for  as  often  as  we  mark  the  tokens 
of  God's  power  and  presence  in  making  the  outgoings  of 
the  morning  and  evening  to  rejoice,  must  every  enlight 
ened  and  purified  heart,  lifting  up  its  affections  to  the 
Father  of  spirits,  acknowledge,  with  triumphant  satis 
faction,  that  it  is  a  good  thing  to  show  forth  His  lov 
ing-kindness  in  the  morning  and  His  faithfulness  every 
night. 

To  those  only  who  have  tasted  and  seen  it,  can  we 
speak  intelligibly  of  the  tranquil  delight  which  is  awak 
ened  and  sustained  by  such  periodical  acts  of  household 
worship,  as  are  not  a  mere  formal  ceremony  in  which  the 
members  join  with  reluctant  or  cold  compliance,  but  the 
fervent  utterance  of  lips  which,  out  of  the  abundance  of 
the  heart  in  which  the  love  of  God  is  shed  abroad,  are, 
by  the  influence  of  that  unquenchable  affection,  most 
pleasingly  constrained  to  celebrate  the  mercies  which 
are  new  every  morning,  and  to  offer  up  the  spiritual  in 
cense  of  prayer  with  as  unceasing  regularity  as  from  the 
sanctuary  of  Israel  the  smoke  of  the  evening  sacrifice 
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arose,  or  as  the  early  dew  of  Hermon  descended  on  the 
mountains  of  Sion,  when  there  the  Lord  commanded  the 
blessing,  even  life  for  evermore. 

Without  all  controversy,  the  benefits  produced  by  this 
hallowed  exercise  are  ineffably  precious.  It^is  not 
enough  to  say  that  thus  are  devout  and  grateful  emo 
tions  awakened — thus  is  faith  in  the  superintending  pro 
vidence  and  holy  promises  of  God  confirmed — thus  are 
the  graces  of  humility,  resignation,  and  patience,  nour 
ished  and  increased — while  with  the  contemplation  of 
the  infinite  excellence,  the  unwearied  beneficence,  and 
the  everlasting  strength  of  the  Lord  Jehovah,  we  con 
trast  the  instability,  deceitfulness,  and  desperate  wicked 
ness  of  the  heart  of  man.  By  the  infallible  testimony  of 
Heaven,  we  are  authorised  to  affirm  constantly  that  there 
is  an  efficacy  in  the  prayer  of  faith,  which,  though  inex 
plicable  by  our  feeble  understandings,  must,  through  all 
ages,  continue  to  avail  as  much  as  it  did  in  the  days  of 
those  patriarchs,  prophets,  and  righteous  men,  who  as 
princes  had  power  with  God,  when,  receiving  a  kingdom 
which  cannot  be  moved,  they  had  grace  to  serve  Him 
acceptably  with  reverence  and  godly  fear.  (The  Lord  is 
ever  nigh  unto  them  that  are  of  a  broken  heart,  and 
saveth  such  as  be  of  a  contrite  spirit,  when,  taking  with 
them  the  words  which  inspired  wisdom  has  taught  them 
to  utter,  they  lift  up  their  desires  at  His  footstool,  not 
seeking  great  things  for  themselves,  or  panting  after  the 
dust  of  the  earth,  or  sighing  for  the  vain  delights  of  the 
sons  of  men,  but  thirsting  and  longing  for  the  blessed 
ness  of  the  man  whose  transgression  is  forgiven,  and 
who,  being  justified  by  faith,  has  peace  with  God  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  We  have  no  encouragement  to 
hope  that,  by  taking  thought  for  temporal  satisfactions, 
we  shall  find  grace  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord;  but  if  we 
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aspire  after  the  best  gifts  which  are  the  heritage  of  the 
faithful,  seeking  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  His 
righteousness,  we  believe  and  are  sure  that  His  divine 
power  will  give  us  all  things  that  pertain  unto  life  and 
godliness,  through  the  knowledge  of  Him  that  hath 
called  us  to  glory  and  virtue.  Though  our  Father  in 
heaven  knoweth  what  things  we  have  need  of  before  we 
ask  them,  and  though  the  purposes  of  His  everlasting 
kindness  are  often  fulfilled  more  substantially  by  with 
holding  than  by  granting  the  desires  which  we  naturally 
cherish,  it  is  only  to  them  who  worship  Him  in  spirit  and 
in  truth  that  He  has  promised  to  do  exceeding  abun 
dantly  above  all  that  they  ask  or  think ;  and  we  have  no 
more  solid  ground  to  expect  that  we  shall  receive  without 
asking,  or  that  we  shall  find  without  seeking,  than  the 
husbandman  has  to  look  for  an  abundant  harvest  spring 
ing  up  in  the  fields  which  he  has  neither  planted  nor 
watered,  or  than  the  merchant  has  to  calculate  on  receiv 
ing  his  own  with  usury,  for  the  talent  which  has  been  tied 
up  in  a  napkin  or  buried  in  the  earth. 

It  is  not  for  us  to  unfold  the  laws  of  the  spiritual 
world,  or  to  demonstrate  why  and  how  it  is  that  the 
communications  of  heavenly  influence  and  favour  are  in 
any  degree  suspended  on  the  frequency  and  fervency  of 
our  supplications.  But  this  we  know,  that,  as  in  old 
time  the  father  of  the  faithful  commanded  his  children, 
and  his  household  after  him,  to  unite  with  him  in  the 
exercises  of  a  holy  life,  that  the  Lord  might  bring  upon 
Abraham  that  which  He  had  spoken  of  him, —  even  so, 
in  all  generations,  may  the  willing  and  obedient  hope 
that,  while,  seeking  unto  God  and  committing  their 
cause  to  Him  who  doeth  great  things  and  unsearchable, 
they  place  their  confidence  not  in  their  own  importunity 
or  their  own  efforts,  but  in  the  exalted  merit  and  preva- 
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lent  intercession  of  the  Mediator  of  the  New  Covenant, 
they  cannot  fail  to  be  made  partakers  of  that  abundant 
grace  which  ought  to  be  the  chief  object  of  all  our 
prayers,  and  which  is  never  denied  to  the  humble.  We 
know  assuredly  that  our  heavenly  Father  giveth  His 
Holy  Spirit  to  them  who  ask  Him ;  and  if,  for  the  sake 
of  His  beloved  Son,  He  is  pleased  to  bestow  this  un 
speakable  gift  in  answer  to  the  prayer  of  the  believing 
soul,  why  should  we  hesitate  to  admit  that  it  is  of  the 
Lord's  mercies  that,  by  the  eternal  ordination  of  divine 
wisdom,  prayer  has  been  rendered  one  of  the  sure  and 
sufficient  means  of  transmitting  to  the  faithful,  every 
other  good  and  perfect  gift  which  cometh  down  from  the 
Father  of  Lights,  with  whom  is  no  variableness,  neither 
shadow  of  turning  ? 

To  the  duties  of  social  prayer  and  thanksgiving,  ac 
companied  with  that  instruction  in  righteousness  which 
the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  is  calculated  to  impart,  let 
the  benefits  thus  conferred  on  your  several  domestic 
circles  operate  as  a  strong  incitement.  It  is  not  indeed 
within  the  compass  of  human  ability  to  infuse  grace  into 
the  souls  which  are  most  tenderly  beloved.  But  great 
will  probably  be  the  influence  of  a  pious  example  on 
those  who  confide  in  your  affection,  and  have  cause  to 
revere  your  worth.  If  your  children  and  dependants 
perceive  that,  while  you  are  not  slothful  in  the  business 
of  time,  you  are  also  fervent  in  spirit,  serving  the  Lord, 
and  that,  while  you  provide  for  your  own  the  food  and 
the  raiment  which  are  obtained  by  the  blessing  of  God 
on  the  hand  of  the  diligent,  you  ask  for  them  that  bread 
of  Heaven  which  strengtheneth  the  heart,  may  you  not 
hope  that  they  will  be  stirred  up  both  to  pray  and  to  la 
bour  for  the  meat  which  endureth  to  life  everlasting,  and 
that  they  will  learn  to  regard  the  favour  of  God  as  a 
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better  portion  than  the  abundance  of  corn  and  wine? 
May  you  not  hope  that,  while  your  own  minds  are  ele 
vated  by  contemplating  the  works  of  creation,  providence, 
and  redemption,  and  by  reflecting  on  the  dignified  and 
endearing  relation  to  which  you  have  been  raised  in 
having  "  received  the  spirit  of  adoption,  whereby  you  cry, 
Abba,  Father,"  they  who  look  up  to  you  for  guidance 
and  protection  will  take  pleasure  in  approaching  to  God, 
and,  through  the  experience  of  the  peace  of  walking  with 
the  wise,  will  be  taught  to  abhor  the  enticements  of  sin 
ners,  and  to  hold  fast  that  which  is  good  ?  And  even  in 
the  case  of  those  who,  through  perversity  of  heart,  and 
the  snares  of  an  evil  world,  have  forsaken  the  path  of 
integrity  and  truth,  may  it  not  be  hoped  that  the  wise 
counsels  which  they  have  for  a  season  forgotten,  and  the 
devotional  habits  which  they  have  long  failed  to  imitate, 
will,  like  the  bread  cast  upon  the  waters,  be  found  after 
many  days  ?  Small  must  have  been  your  experience  of 
the  discipline  of  Providence,  if  you  have  never  known  so 
much  as  one  who  had  wandered  so  far  from  the  way  of 
peace  as  to  disappoint  the  earnest  expectations  of  his 
father,  and  to  turn  the  joy  of  her  who  bare  him  into  bit 
terness,  but  who,  after  his  own  wickedness  had  corrected 
him,  and  his  backslidings  reproved  him,  has  been  awak 
ened  to  new  obedience,  by  recalling  to  his  agonised  mind 
with  reverential  awe  the  solemn  image  of  the  parental 
guide,  in  whose  quiet  habitation  the  daily  exercises  of 
prayer  and  praise  hallowed  every  pursuit,  lightened  every 
care,  soothed  every  sorrow,  and  seasoned  every  enjoy 
ment,  so  as  to  render  the  voice  of  rejoicing  and  salvation 
in  the  tabernacles  of  the  righteous  a  lively  type  of  the 
blessed  conversation  of  heaven,  and  a  delicious  foretaste 
of  the  fellowship  of  the  saints  in  light. 

If  ye  know  these  things  by  your  own  experience,  or  by 
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the  incontrovertible  testimony  of  them  who  have  tasted 
that  the  Lord  is  gracious,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them. 
Nor  can  you  have  peace  and  safety  if,  knowing  what  is 
good,  you  leave  it  undone. 

And  while  you  present  your  supplications  for  your 
selves  and  your  families,  forget  not  the  eternal  concerns 
of  the  families  which  call  not  on  the  name  of  God.  If  it 
be,  as  it  ought  to  be,  your  heart's  desire  that  they  may  be 
brought  to  the  obedience  of  the  gospel,  brethren,  pray  for 
us,  and  for  all  the  ministers  of  the  truth,  that  the  word  of 
the  Lord  may  have  free  course  and  be  glorified,  even  as 
it  is  with  you.  Such  an  intercession  as  this  will  assuredly 
prove  efficacious  towards  the  enlargement  of  the  house 
hold  of  faith,  if  all  of  you,  both  small  and  great,  not  only 
in  the  congregations  of  the  upright,  who  in  heaviness  of 
heart  sigh  for  the  abounding  of  iniquity,  and  the  failing 
of  truth,  but  in  your  families  apart,  and  in  your  unseen 
retirements,  prostrate  yourselves  at  the  footstool  of  your 
Father  in  heaven,  who  seeth  in  secret,  and  pour  out  your 
desires  before  Him  in  that  effectual  fervent  importunity 
which,  like  the  long  and  patient  waiting  of  the  husband 
man  for  the  precious  fruit  of  the  earth,  will,  according  to 
the  sure  word  of  promise,  issue  in  plenteous  showers  of 
blessings,  not  confined  to  any  favoured  spot,  or  any  privi 
leged  community,  but  dropping  down  fertility  far  and 
wide  over  fields  coextensive  with  the  inhabited  world, 
filled  as  it  shall  be  in  that  evening  time  of  light  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover 
the  sea :  And  thus  the  God  of  the  whole  earth,  in  remem 
brance  of  His  holy  covenant,  and  in  fulfilment  of  the 
good  pleasure  of  His  goodness,  will  arise  and  have  mercy 
not  only  on  the  mountain  of  holiness  in  which  He  had 
His  dwelling  in  time  past,  but  on  all  in  every  place  who 
call  on  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  ;  so  that,  while 
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He  clothes  His  priests  with  salvation,  and  makes  His 
people  shout  for  joy,  the  ways  of  Sion,  which  have 
mourned  because  few  came  to  the  solemn  feasts,  shall  be 
thronged  with  the  multitudes  who  keep  the  holy  day  with 
thanksgiving  in  their  hearts,  and  the  high  praises  of  God 
in  their  mouths, — wisdom  and  knowledge  shall  be  the 
stability  of  those  times  of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of 
the  Lord,  when  His  work  shall  appear  before  the  face  of 
His  servants  and  His  glory  to  their  children ;  and  they 
that  fear  the  Lord,  being  all  replenished  with  the  riches 
of  grace,  shall  take  that  sweet  counsel  together  which  re 
vives  the  inward  part,  and  knits  the  brotherhood  of  Chris 
tians  in  the  unity  of  the  faith  and  the  holy  bond  of  per- 
fectness.  "Then  shall  the  offering  of  His  people  be 
pleasant  unto  the  Lord  as  in  the  days  of  old  and  as  in 
former  years."  "  And  the  Lord  will  create  upon  every 
dwelling-place  of  Mount  Sion,  and  upon  her  assemblies, 
a  cloud  and  smoke  by  day,  and  the  shining  of  a  flaming 
fire  by  night ;  for  upon  all  the  glory  shall  be  a  defence." 

Finally,  brethren,  farewell.  Be  perfect;  be  of  good 
comfort ;  be  of  one  mind ;  live  in  peace ;  And  the  God 
of  love  and  peace  shall  be  with  you.

Con 
tinue  to  us,  notwithstanding  our  unworthiness,  those  tem 
poral  and  spiritual  blessings  which  hitherto  we  have 
received  at  Thy  most  bountiful  hands.  And  teach  us 
henceforth  to  show  our  thankfulness  for  them,  by  giving 
up  ourselves  to  Thy  service,  and  doing  those  things  that 
are  pleasing  in  Thy  sight  O  that  there  were  such  an 
heart  in  us,  that  we  would  fear  Thee,  and  keep  all  Thy 
commandments  always,  that  it  might  be  well  with  us  and 
with  our  children  for  ever. 

Grant,  O  God,  that  our  experience  of  Thy  goodness 
may  .lead  us,  at  all  times,  to  put  our  trust  in  Thee. 
Cause  us  to  feel  assured  that  Thou,  who  hast  blessed  us 
hitherto,  wilt  bless  us  still,  and  wilt  withhold  from  us 
nothing  which  Thou  knowest,  in  Thine  unerring  wisdom, 
to  be  needful  or  expedient  for  us. 

Grant  also,  that  a  due  sense  of  Thine  unmerited  kind 
ness  may  subdue  in  us  every  feeling  of  discontentment.

God  of  all  grace,  we  beseech  Thee  to  extend  to  others 
the  blessings  and  privileges  with  which  we  have  ourselves 
been  favoured.  Have  mercy  on  all  our  brethren  of  man 
kind,  and  bring  them  to  the  knowledge  and  reception  of 
Thy  truth.  Further  the  cause  of  pure  religion  in  our 
native  land  ;  and  grant  that  we  may  be  distinguished  by 
that  righteousness  which  exalteth  a  nation.

Graciously  hear  us,  O  Father,  and  have  mercy  on  us, 
for  the  sake  of  Thy  beloved  Son,  our  strength  and  our 
Redeemer. — Amen. 
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OLORD,  who  hast  searched  us  and  known  us,  who 
compassest  our  path  and  our  lying  down,  and  art 
acquainted  with  all  our  ways,  we  worship  Thee  as  the 
ever-present  God,  who,  though  unseen,  art  not  far  from 
any  one  of  us.  Whither  shall  we  go  from  Thy  Spirit  ?  or 
whither  shall  we  flee  from  Thy  presence  ?  If  we  ascend 
up  into  heaven,  Thou  art  there ;  it  we  make  our  bed  in 
hell,  behold  Thou  art  there ;  if  we  take  the  wings  of  the 
morning,  and  dwell  in  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  sea,  even 
there  shall  Thy  hand  lead  us,  and  Thy  right  hand  shall 
hold  us.  If  we  say,  Surely  the  darkness  shall  cover 
us,  even  the  night  shall  be  light  about  us.  Yea,  the 
darkness  hideth  not  from  Thee;  but  the  night  shin- 
eth  as  the  day :  the  darkness  and  the  light  are  both  alike 
to  Thee. 

O  God,  who  hast  set  our  iniquities  before  Thee,  and 
our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  Thy  countenance,  we  hum 
ble  ourselves  in  Thy  most  holy  presence,  acknowledging 
our  utter  unworthiness  in  Thy  sight  O  our  God,  we 
have  cause  to  be  ashamed  before  Thee,  when  we  con 
sider  how  little  we  have  thought  upon  Thee ;  how  often 
we  have  disregarded  or  forgotten  Thee ;  how  prone  we 
have  been  to  live  without  Thee  in  the  world ;  how  much 
Thou  hast  witnessed,  in  the  ungodliness  of  our  hearts  and 
the  sinfulness  of  our  lives,  that  is  hateful  and  offensive 
to  Thee. 

Enter  not,  O  God,  into  judgment  with  Thy  servants, 
for  in  Thy  sight  shall  no  man  living  be  justified.

to  hope  in  Thee.  Deliver  us  from  anxious  thoughts  and 
disquieting  fears,  whether  for  ourselves  or  for  any  who 
are  dear  to  us.  Suffer  us  not  to  doubt,  that  Thou,  our 
heavenly  Father,  who  clothest  the  grass  of  the  field  and 
feedest  the  fowls  of  the  air,  wilt  much  more  provide  for 
Thy  children  all  things  which  Thou  knowest  to  be  ne 
cessary  or  expedient  for  them.  Whatever  of  this  world's 
good  it  may  please  Thee,  either  to  give,  or  to  withhold, 
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or  to  take  away;  make  us  entirely  submissive  to  Thy 
will,  and  trustful,  even  against  hope,  in  Thine  eternal 
love.  And  give  us  a  heart  always  to  prefer  things 
heavenly  to  things  earthly ;  that,  seeking  first  Thy  king 
dom  and  righteousness,  we  may,  by  Thy  mercy,  obtain 
the  sure  promise  both  of  the  life  that  now  is  and  of  that 
which  is  to  come.

Extend  Thy  favour  to  all  our  brethren  of  mankind.

a  full  deliverance  from  all  their  troubles. 

And  now,  O  God,  we  humbly  commit  ourselves,  and 
those  who  are  near  and  dear  to  us,  to  Thy  care ;  be 
seeching  Thee  to  watch  over  us  this  night,  and  all  the 
time  of  our  sojourning  on  earth.  God  of  our  fathers,  be 
our  God  for  evermore.  Guide  us  by  Thy  counsel  while 
we  live,  and  afterward  receive  us  into  glory,  througli 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. — Amen. 
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OGOD,  who  art  our  refuge  and  our  strength,  a  very 
present  help  in  trouble,  enable  us  to  put  our 
trust  in  Thee.  What  time  our  heart  is  overwhelmed  or 
in  perplexity,  lead  us  to  the  Rock  that  is  higher  than  we. 
And  graciously  remember  Thy  Word  unto  Thy  servants, 
on  which  Thou  hast  caused  us  to  hope,  that  Thou  wilt 
keep  him  in  perfect  peace  whose  mind  is  stayed  upon 
Thee. 

Almighty  God,  who  art  pleased  in  this  world  to  subject 
us  to  manifold  troubles  and  distresses,  for  the  exercise  of 
our  faith  and  patience,  grant  that  in  the  midst  of  them 
we  may  ever  remain  tranquil,  through  firm  reliance  on  the 
promises  Thou  hast  made  to  us.  Though  storms  should 
gather  around  us  on  every  side,  suffer  us  neither  to  faint 
through  despondency,  nor  to  fall  away  through  unbelief. 
Enable  us  steadfastly  to  look  up  to  Thee,  as  carrying  on 
the  government  of  the  world,  not  only  for  the  punishment 
of  the  ungodly,  but  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of 
Thine  own  people.  Confirm  our  faith  in  the  assurance 
Thou  hast  given  us,  that  all  things  work  together  for 
good  to  them  that  love  Thee.  And  enable  us  to  bear 
patiently  such  trials  as  shall  befall  us,  without  being  dis 
turbed  or  disquieted  in  our  minds,  until  we  are  at  length 
brought  to  the  promised  land  of  rest,  where,  freed  from 
all  troubles,  we  shall  enjoy  that  eternal  blessedness, 
which  Thou  hast  prepared  for  us  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Saviour. 

[Gracious  God,  who  hast  taught  us  in  Thy  Word  that 
Thou  dost  not  willingly  afflict  the  children  of  men,  look 
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with  compassion  on  that  member  of  this  family,  on  whom 
Thou  hast  laid  Thy  chastening  hand. 

Sanctify  to  him  Thy  fatherly  correction,  that  it  may 
yield  in  him  the  peaceable  fruits  of  righteousness.  Work 
in  him  true  repentance  towards  Thee,  and  faith  un 
feigned  towards  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  so  that  he  may 
obtain  forgiveness  of  his  sins,  and  an  inheritance  among 
them  that  are  sanctified.  Teach  him  to.  submit  with 
meekness  to  Thy  will ;  comfort  him  with  a  persuasion 
of  Thy  favour ;  support  him  with  the  hope  of  eternal  life. 

We  earnestly  pray  that,  if  it  seem  good  to  Thee,  Thou 
wouldst  bless  the  means  employed  for  his  recovery,  that 
his  sufferings  may  be  relieved,  his  health  restored,  and 
his  days  prolonged  to  serve  Thee  on  the  earth.  But  if 
Thou  hast  appointed  that  this  sickness  shall  be  unto 
death,  prepare  him,  O  God,  to  depart  in  peace  ;  and 
mercifully  receive  him  into  those  blessed  mansions  which 
Thou  art  reserving  in  heaven  for  the  faithful.] 

We  thank  Thee,  O  God,  that  Thou  hast  not  appointed 
us  to  wrath,  but  to  obtain  salvation  by  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  died  for  us,  that,  whether  we  wake  or  sleep, 
we  should  live  together  with  Him.  Help  us,  we  pray 
Thee,  with  true  faith  to  rest  upon  Him,  and  all  our  life 
long  with  purpose  of  heart  to  cleave  to  Him ;  that  being 
redeemed  with  His  most  precious  blood,  and  sanctified 
by  the  grace  of  His  Holy  Spirit,  we  may,  in  all  our  trials, 
be  supported  by  a  comfortable  persuasion  of  Thy  love, 
and  a  lively  hope  of  inheriting  Thy  glorious  kingdom. 

Father  of  mercies,  extend  Thy  compassion  to  all  Thy 
people  whom  Thou  hast  visited  with  affliction.  Supply 
their  wants.  Relieve  their  sufferings.  Enable  them  to 
bow  in  meek  submission  to  Thy  will.  And  let  Thy 
fatherly  chastening  be  conducive  to  their  growth  in  grace 
and  preparation  for  eternity. 
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And  now,  O  God,  we  humbly  commit  ourselves,  and 
those  whom  we  love,  to  Thy  care.  Defend  us  alike  from 
all  adversities  which  may  befall  the  body,  and  from  all 
temptations  which  may  assault  and  hurt  the  soul.  Pre 
pare  us  for  every  event  which  may  befall  us.  And  grant 
that,  whether  in  health  or  in  sickness,  in  joy  or  in  grief, 
in  life  or  in  death,  we  may  be  enabled  to  glorify  Thy 
name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. — Amen. 
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OLORD  our  God,  who  inhabitest  eternity,  but 
dwell  est  also  with  the  humble  and  contrite  spirit, 
incline  Thine  ear  to  the  voice  of  our  supplications.  Al 
though  we  are  unworthy  to  come  into  Thy  presence,  or 
to  receive  any  blessing  at  Thy  hands,  yet  let  it  please 
Thee  favourably  to  regard  us,  through  the  merits  and 
mediation  of  Thy  beloved  Son.  Hide  Thy  face,  we  be 
seech  Thee,  from  our  sins,  and  blot  out  all  our  iniquities. 
Put  not  away  Thy  servants  in  anger;  Thou  hast  been 
our  help  ;  leave  us  not,  neither  forsake  us,  O  God  of  our 
salvation.  Work  in  us,  by  the  grace  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit, 
that  broken  and  penitent  heart  which  Thou  dost  not 
despise.

Confirm  our  faith  in  Thee  as  our  recon 
ciled  God,  whose  just  anger  hath  in  Christ  Jesus  been 
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turned  away,  and  whose  thoughts  towards  us  are  thoughts 
of  peace,  and  not  of  evil.  Teach  us  to  know  Him 
whom  we  have  believed,  so  as  to  be  persuaded  that  He 
is  able  to  keep  unto  the  great  day  that  which  we  have 
committed  to  Him.  And  satisfy  our  souls  with  the  assur 
ance,  that  neither  death  nor  life,  nor  angels,  nor  princi 
palities,  nor  powers,  nor  things  present,  nor  things  to 
come,  nor  height,  nor  depth,  nor  any  other  creature, 
shall  be  able  to  separate  us  from  the  love  of  God,  which 
is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

[O  God,  in  whose  hand  is  the  life  of  all  mankind,  and 
the  breath  of  every  living  thing,  look  with  compassion  on 
that  member  of  this  family,  for  whom,  in  his  time  of  sore 
trouble,  we  intercede. 

Lord,  rebuke  him  not  in  Thine  anger,  neither  chasten 
him  in  Thy  hot  displeasure.  Turn  Thou  unto  him  and 
have  mercy  on  him,  for  he  is  desolate  and  afflicted.  The 
troubles  of  his  heart  are  enlarged ;  O  bring  Thou  him  out 
of  his  distresses. 

We  know,  O  Lord,  that  nothing  is  too  hard  for  Thee, 
and  that,  if  Thou  wilt,  Thou  art  able  to  make  him  whole. 
Arrest,  we  beseech  Thee,  the  progress  of  his  disease. 
Bless  the  means  employed  for  its  removal.  And  spare 
him,  that  he  may  recover  strength  before  he  go  hence  and 
be  no  more.  But  whatever  may  be  Thy  purpose  with 
respect  to  him,  enable  him  to  say,  The  will  of  the  Lord 
be  done.  And  graciously  prepare  him  for  what  may  be 
awaiting  him,  that  whether  he  live  or  die,  he  may  be 
Thine. 

Grant  to  Thy  servant  a  truly  penitent  heart  for  all  the 
sins  he  hath  at  any  time  committed,  together  with  a  lively 
faith  in  Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  able  to  save  him 
unto  the  uttermost ;  so  that  the  transgressions  of  his  past 
life  may  be  blotted  out,  and  the  joys  and  comforts  of  Thy 
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favour  may  be  restored  to  him.  Let  Thy  Holy  Spirit  be 
shed  on  him  abundantly,  to  strengthen  him  for  the  endur 
ance  of  his  sufferings,  to  purify  him  from  all  remaining 
sin,  and  to  witness  that  he  is  a  child  of  God  and  an  heir 
of  heaven.  And  if  it  be  Thy  will  at  this  time  to  remove 
him  from  us,  grant  him  a  peaceful  departure  out  of  this 
life,  and  graciously  receive  him  into  those  heavenly  man 
sions,  where  the  souls  of  them  that  sleep  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  enjoy  perpetual  rest,  and  blessedness  in  Thy  pre 
sence.] 

O  God,  who  art  very  pitiful  and  of  tender  mercy,  look 
with  compassion  on  all  Thine  afflicted  people.  Assuage 
their  grief;  relieve  their  sufferings ;  and  overrule  Thy 
chastening  for  their  good. 

Extend  Thy  favour  to  all  our  brethren  of  mankind. 
Our  heart's  desire  and  prayer  is  that  they  may  be  saved. 

And  now,  O  God,  we  humbly  commit  ourselves,  and 
all  whom  we  love,  to  Thy  fatherly  care.  Fulfil  to  us  Thy 
promise,  that  Thou  wilt  never  leave  us  nor  forsake  us. 
And  let  the  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understand 
ing,  keep  our  hearts  and  minds,  through  Jesus  Christ; 
to  whom,  with  Thee,  and  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  glory 
everlasting. — Amen. 
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FATH  ER  of  mercies  and  God  of  all  consolation,  we 
thank  Thee  that  we  are  encouraged  in  times  of 
sorrow  to  lift  up  our  souls  unto  Thee.  Lord,  to  whom 
shall  we  go  ?  Thou  hast  the  words  of  eternal  life. 

Look  with  compassion,  we  beseech  Thee,  on  this 
family,  from  whom  Thou  hast  taken  away  one  that  was 
dear  to  them.  Enable  us  to  say,  The  will  of  the  Lord  be 
done.  Cause  us  to  be  persuaded  in  our  hearts,  that 
though  this  dispensation  be  mysterious,  it  is  sent  in  love, 
and  fraught  with  mercy.  And  let  Thy  fatherly  chasten 
ing  be  sanctified,  to  the  weaning  of  our  affections  from  a 
vain  world,  and  to  our  greater  meetness  for  that  better 
country,  where  sorrow  and  disappointment  are  unknown. 

O  blessed  Saviour,  who  didst  Thyself  weep  beside  the 
grave  of  a  beloved  friend,  fulfil  to  us  Thy  promise,  that 
Thou  wilt  not  leave  us  comfortless.

may  make  us  more  earnest  in  redeeming  the  time  and 
preparing  for  eternity.  Spare  us,  merciful  Father,  yet  a 
little  while,  before  we  go  hence  and  be  no  more.  Make 
us  glad  according  to  the  days  wherein  Thou  hast  afflicted 
us,  and  the  years  wherein  we  have  seen  evil.  Cause  Thy 
goodness  and  mercy  to  follow  us  all  the  days  of  our  life ; 
and  receive  us  at  last  to  dwell  in  Thy  house  for  ever. 

O  God  of  peace,  who  hast  loved  Thy  people,  and 
hast  given  them  everlasting  consolation  and  good  hope 
through  grace,  we  humbly  commend  to  Thee  all  our 
brethren  in  affliction.

Give  to  us  Thy  Holy 
Spirit  as  our  Comforter,  to  stablish  our  hearts  in  the  faith 
of  Thy  promises,  and  to  strengthen  us  with  might,  accord 
ing  to  Thy  glorious  power,  unto  all  patience  and  long- 
suffering  with  joyfulness.  And  enable  us  to  look  beyond 
this  vale  of  tears  to  that  land  of  everlasting  blessedness 
and  rest,  where  those  Christian  friends  whom  death  has 
for  a  while  severed,  shall  be  for  ever  united  in  the  pre 
sence  of  their  Lord. 
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We  pray  that  this  chastening,  though  for  the  present 
grievous,  may  in  due  time  yield  in  us  the  peaceable  fruits 
of  righteousness.  May  it  show  us  the  vanity  of  all  earthly 
good,  and  the  need  we  have  of  a  better  and  more  endur 
ing  substance.  May  it  lead  us  to  seek  a  closer  union 
with  Thee,  from  whose  love  nothing  in  life  or  in  death 
can  ever  divide  us.  May  it  teach  us  to  reflect  more  seri 
ously  than  we  have  ever  done  on  the  short  and  uncertain 
duration  of  our  pilgrimage,  and  with  greater  earnestness 
and  diligence  than  hitherto  to  lay  up  in  store  a  good 
foundation  for  eternity. 

O  that  we  all  were  wise,  that  we  understood  this,  that 
we  would  consider  our  latter  end.  Keep  us  ever  mind 
ful  that  this  world  is  not  our  rest.  Teach  us,  as  strangers 
and  pilgrims  on  the  earth,  to  desire  a  better  country,  that 
is,  a  heavenly,  and  to  pass  the  time  of  our  sojourning  in 
Thy  fear,  so  that,  when  it  shall  be  Thy  will  to  call  us 
hence,  we  may  have  a  peaceful  departure  out  of  this  life, 
in  favour  with  Thee,  and  in  perfect  charity  with  all  man 
kind,  and  may  be  received  into  that  heavenly  kingdom, 
which  Thou  hast  prepared  for  them  that  love  Thee. 

And  now,  O  Lord,  what  wait  we  for  ?  our  hope  is  in 
Thee.  Enable  us  to  cast  upon  Thee  all  our  care,  whe 
ther  for  ourselves  or  for  any  who  are  dear  to  us,  in  the 
full  persuasion  that  Thou  carest  for  us.  And  let  the  peace 
of  God,  which  passeth  all  understanding,  keep  our  hearts 
and  minds,  through  Jesus  Christ ;  to  whom,  with  Thee, 
and  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  glory  everlasting. — Amen. 
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
